(((15))) (16) All governmental entities in the state should set an9

example by implementing aggressive waste reduction and recycling10

programs at their workplaces and by purchasing products that are made11

from recycled materials and are recyclable.12

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(18) "Recycling" means transforming or remanufacturing waste1

materials into usable or marketable materials for use other than2

landfill disposal or incineration.3

(19) "Residence" means the regular dwelling place of an individual4

or individuals.5

(20) "Sewage sludge" means a semisolid substance consisting of6

settled sewage solids combined with varying amounts of water and7

dissolved materials, generated from a wastewater treatment system, that8

does not meet the requirements of chapter 70.95J RCW.9

(21) "Soil amendment" means any substance that is intended to10

improve the physical characteristics of the soil, except composted11

material, commercial fertilizers, agricultural liming agents,12

unmanipulated animal manures, unmanipulated vegetable manures, food13

wastes, food processing wastes, and materials exempted by rule of the14

department, such as biosolids as defined in chapter 70.95J RCW and15

wastewater as regulated in chapter 90.48 RCW.16

(22) "Solid waste" or "wastes" means all putrescible and17

(23) "Solid waste handling" means the management, storage,22

Yard debris includes7

but is not limited to grass clippings, leaves, branches, brush, weeds,8

flowers, roots, windfall fruit, vegetable garden debris, holiday trees,9

and tree prunings four inches or less in diameter.10

his or her place of business and the area covered by the franchise;2

(c) The population density of each area serviced by a city5

operation or by a franchised operation within the respective6

jurisdictions;7

(d) The projected solid waste collection needs for the respective8

jurisdictions for the next six years.9

(6) A comprehensive waste reduction and recycling element that, in10

In order7

to make this determination, the department shall conduct a8

comprehensive solid waste stream analysis and evaluation. Following9

establishment of baseline data resulting from an initial in-depth10

analysis of the waste stream, the department shall develop a less11

intensive method of monitoring the disposed waste stream including, but12

not limited to, changes in the amount of waste generated and waste13

type.

(2) The department shall give priority to evaluating categories of15

solid waste that, in relation to other categories of solid waste,16

comprise a large volume of the solid waste stream or present a high17

potential of harm to human health. At a minimum the following18

categories of waste shall be evaluated:19

(a) By January 1, 1989, yard ((waste)) debris and other20

biodegradable materials, paper products, disposable diapers, and21

batteries; ((and))22

(b) By January 1, 1990, metals, glass, plastics, styrofoam or rigid23

lightweight cellular polystyrene, and tires; and24

(c) By January 1, 2004, construction, demolition, and land-clearing25

debris, manure, and major food-processing wastes.26

(3) The department is prohibited from adopting rules that mandate27

best management practices for the categories of solid waste identified28

in subsection (2) of this section.29

Sec. 12. RCW 70.95.810 and 1998 c 245 s 132 are each amended to30

read as follows:31

(1) In order to establish the feasibility of composting food and32

yard ((wastes)) debris, the department shall provide funds, as33

available, to local governments submitting a proposal to compost such34

wastes.35

(2) The department, in cooperation with the department of36

community, trade, and economic development, may approve an application37

if the project can demonstrate the essential parameters for successful38
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composting, including, but not limited to, cost-effectiveness, handling1

and safety requirements, and current and potential markets."2
